Francis  Baker,  tailor,  embarked  on  the  ship  Planter 
of  -London  on  2  Apr*1535)  bringing  a  certificate  from  the 
minister  of  Great  St •Albans,  Hertfordshire,  England,  and 
giving  his  age  as  twenty-four*  His  parentage  is  not  def¬ 
initely  known*  He  may  have  been  the  Francis  Baker,  son  of 
Thomas,  who  was  christened  at  St* James  Clerkenwell ,  Lon¬ 
don,  7  July  1612*  The  age  agrees  exactly,  and  St,-^lbans 
is  only  twenty  miles  from  London*  Thomas  Baker's  wife 
was  Frances  Ingram,  whom  he  married  at  St* James  Clerken¬ 
well  24  Aug .  1 5  3 2  ‘* 

The  Planter  was  bound  for  Boston,  and  in  that  town  5 
Francis  baker  resided  for  several  years*,  On  1  June  1641' 
he  received  a  grant  cf  land  near  Follen's  Pond  in  Nobs- 
cusset  Territory,  now  Yarmouth,  on  Cape  Cod*  This  land 
is  now  within  the  bounds  of  Dennis*  On  17  June  1641 5 
(sixteen  days  after  getting  this  grant)  Francis  was  mar¬ 
ried  to  Isabel,  daughter  of  William  Twining*  This  is  the 
first  marriage  cf  record  at  Yarmouth?  and  it  lasted  for 
fifty-five  years* 

The  young  couple  lived  in  Boston  until  after  the 
birth  of  their  first  child  in  1642, 7  but  removed  to  Yar¬ 
mouth  before  the  second  child  was  born  in  1645s1’  In  165S 
Francis  had  a  grant  of  ten  acres  of  land  fifteen  miles 
to  the  eastward,  near  land  of  his  father-in-law  in  East- 
ham^  The  Bakers  were  living  on  this  land  in  1559,)  but 
soon  sold  it  to  William  Twining,  Jr,,  and  returned  to 
their  Yarmouth  farm*  There  Francis  spent  the  rest  of  his 
life,  being  variously  described  in  the  term’s  records  as 
cooper,  blacksmith,  and  surveyor*  He  died  23  July  1696*3 
aged  eighty-five,  Isabel  lived  nearly  ten  years  longer,

Bakers  brought  glory  to  the  family  nane  as  they  raced  other 
clipper  captains  to  ports  of  the  Orient  *  It  was  a  Baker  who 
was  in  command  of  the  first  steamboat  to  enter  Boston  harbor*. 

Bakers  who  migrated  from  the  Cape  to  inland  towns  were 
engaged  chiefly  in  trade  and  industry© Not  many , in  the  first 
six  generations ^entered  the  learned  professions  or  showed 
interest  in  higher  eaucation$but  in  business  many  became  em¬ 
inently  successful* and  this  has  remained  true  in  later  days® 
It  is  said  of  one  of  them  that  ha  amassed  the  largest  estate 
(not  inherited)  ever  left  in  New  England© 

In  temperament,  perhaps  the  v/ord  non-conformist  best  de¬ 
scribes  the  rank  and  file  of  early  Bakers ©They  did  not  see 
things  just  as  their  neighbors  saw  them  they  observed  for 
themselves  and  drew  their  own  conclusions ©This  trait  led  many 
of  them  to  join  the  Quakers  and  a  few  to  become  Baptists -both 
non-conf onnist  groups©  Some,  beginning  with  Francis (1) ,have 
had  a  streak  of  hardness  in  their  nature--as  is  often  true  of 
non-conf ormers • 

Their  inclination  to  think  differently, and  so  to  stay
